MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING

Between:  The Department of Vermont Health Access (DVHA) and
The Department of Corrections (DOC)

Subject: MCE Investments in the following programs:
1. Intensive Substance Abuse Program (ISAP)
2. Intensive Sexual Abuse Program
3. Intensive Domestic Violence Program
4. Community Rehabilitative Care
5. Challenges for Change

Purpose

The purpose of this MOU is to provide for the administration and funding of certain DOC
programs invested in by DVHA, the State’s Managed Care Entity (MCE), under the Global
Commitment to Health Waiver.

This MOU is fér the period July 1, 2012 through June 30, 2013.

Programs

The special terms and conditions for the Global Commitment to Health waiver identify four
allowable uses for projected surplus revenue from capitation payments. Specifically:

e Reduce the rate of uninsured and/or underinsured in Vermont

e Increase the access of quality health care to uninsured, underinsured, and Medicaid
beneficiaries :

e Provide public health approaches and other innovative programs to improve the health
outcomes, health status and quality of life for uninsured, underinsured, and Medicaid-
eligible individuals in Vermont

e Encourage the formation and maintenance of public-private partnerships in health care,
including initiatives to support and improve the health care delivery system.

Specifically, the dollars expended under this arrangement fit the following criteria:

o Increase the access of quality health care to uninsured, underinsured, and Medicaid
beneficiaries

The total MCE investment amount appropriated to DOC for state fiscal year 2013 is $4,133,739.
Additional MCE investments may be approved subsequent to the execution of this agreement;
any additional MCE investments not listed above shall also be governed by this agreement.
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Administration of the above program is the sole responsibility of DOC. They are to be
administered in accordance with the requirements of OMB Circular 110 as codified in 42 CFR
Part 92 and 2 CFR Part 225.
